We have made extensive investiga- 
tion, both by mail and telegrams, re- 
garding the extent of the recent 
rains. The rain extended over the 
greater part of the dark tobacco pro- 
ducing sections, furnishing a splendid 
tobacco planting season. The burley 
territory tributary to Louisville had 
fine rains and the transplanting in 
that section may be considered, as 
having been practically completed. 
In the burley district north and east 
of Lexington, including the Mason 
county section and extreme Eastern 
Kentucky counties, the rain was not 
general or heavy, in many places not 
affording a good transplanting season 
and in these districts the planting at 
this date is far below the average 
crop and with a poor stand and in 
many neighborhoods a scarcity of 
plants. 

The impression is becoming some- 
what current that the 1894 crop was 
overestimated as to the quantity, and 
it is certain that it will not afford the 
usual supply of good to fine leaf, and 
that the trade must depend largely 
upon medium grades for their wants. 
The holders of the unmarketed bur- 
ley tobacco believe that the situation 
justifies higher values than are now 
current for the medium grades and 
are expecting to see an improvement 
in prices for such.

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JL STUDY OF TUB COXEY'S 
ARMY MOVEMENT. 

Two Lessons for Educators. 

GEO. KOBBINS. 

The average citizen of the 
United States is fairly well posted 
■on events as they present them- 
selves to his notice, but frequently 
he takes merely a superficial view 
of an event, and considers it a 
huge joke. The flippant, sensa 
tional reports of the newspapers 
are sometimes misleading, causing 
one to reach conclusions not justifi- 
ed by facts. There are those, how- 
ever, who feel that any movement 
of a body of people, whether it be 
the action of a settled community, 
or of a hastily o ganized band of 
men, is worthy of a more serious 
study than the ordinary news- 
paper correspondent is capable of 
making. 

Men or communities act in ac- 
cordance with a choice they have 
made. The choice is the result of 
the desire which stimulates them. 
To study the actions of a man, or of 
a body of men, is to discover the 
incentives or causes which impel 
to action. 

When Coxey's army marched 
toward Washington some of our 
leading universities in various pirts 
of our land and at various times 
sent competent professors of 
political science and social econ 
omics to study the movement. 
These professors joined the army 
at various places, marched with it 
several days and made careful ob- 
servations and critical studies, all 
of which agree most remarkably 
with each other. The following 
are among the facts observed. 

The members of Coxey's army 
were young men, many of them 
being mere boys, lacking judg- 
ment. They could all read and 
write, and were more than ordi- 
narily intelligent. They were of 
American nationality, there being 
very few foreigiurs found among 
them. They were largely such 
persons as had learned no trade, 
ordinary laborers with no means 
of steady support, who, when 
stringent times arrive are the first 
to feel the depression, and conse- 
quently the first to suffer priva- 
tions. The fact that they had no 
trades prevented them from co 
operating for mutual assistance, 
and also from joining those trades 
unions which were assi.-ting un- 
employed members. This was 
truly a most pitiable condition, 
enforced idleness presaging starva 
tion, and no ray of hope for relief. 

One conclusion reached is, that 
the intelligence of those constitut- 
ing the army was the principal 
reason why there was so little tint- 
ing and dis >rder. An ignorant 
body of men would have been 



more vicious and destructive.if they 
could possibly have effected an or- 
ganization. This restraint, due to 
intelligence, is a compliment for 
the public schools of the land and 
e icouragement to teachers. 

Another conclusion— there is 
n.*ed for the public schools all over 
the land to recognize the necessity 
which exists for industrial educa- 
tion as an element of the course of 
study. 

The facts here stated are most 
forcible arguments for some form 
of industrial education to be 
given during school life, as a 
means of moral training. The 
two lessons are: 

First — Intelligence restrains 
viciousness. 

Second— Occupation conduces 
to morality. 

A CATCHER^ CAUGHT. 

A Boy Tackles the Business 
End of a Turtle. 

The Paris Kentuckian Citizen 
gives an account of two boys, sons 
of Robert Link, aged respectively 
six and twelve years, who were 
piayingnear a pond about five miles 
from Paris when they saw a large 
turtle which they concluded to cap- 
ture. The larger boy waded in the 
pond and jumped on the turtle's 
back, when he called upon his 
younger brother to catch the turtle 
by the tail, as the turtle was under 
the water, but instead of catching it 
by the tail, he put his hand in its 
mouth. The turtle shut its jaws up- 
on the little fellow's hand and was 
dragging him intodeep water where 
he would no doubt have been 
drowned, but their father heard 
the screams of his two sons and 
galloped to the scene, when he 
killed the turtle and prevented the 
drowning of his son. The weight 
of the turtle was forty pounds.

Below we give perhaps the last 
letter Rev. George Darsie will 
write for the Roundabout before 
his return, which will be the latter 
part of next week. We shall, 
however, continue to republish his 
letters from the Christian Guide, 
as so many of our readers have be- 
come interested in them. 

Vienna, Austria, \ 
June 12, 1895. j 
Dear Roundabout: 

I am now in a position to ap- 
preciate the advantages of the 
European civilization over that of 
Asia and Africa. Words are weak 
to tell what I feel in regard to the 
difference between the two. Con- 
stantinople is on the dividing line, 
with a decided leaning toward the 
Asiatic. The Ottoman Empire 
in Europe is an importation of 
what belongs to another continent, 
and the sooner it is driven back 
into that continent the better. With 
a great sense of relief we quitted 
the Sultan's dominions and Capital 
City. And as we rolled along 
toward the heart of Europe, 
through Bulgaria and across the 
Balkans into Servia and Hungary, 
the more we enjoyed it. It was 
a beautiful country we saw, highly 
cultivated and fertile, presenting 
us a ceaseless panorama of alter- 
nating wheat fields, corn fields and 
meadows, and growing richer 
and finer the farther we went. 

We came to Budapest, the 
capital of Hungary, but now incor- 
porated into the Austrian Empire. 
It is a city of half a million, sit- 
uated on both sides of the Danube, 
and with broad streets and splen- 
did squares of stone buildings, 
equal to any I ever saw. It was 
clean and quiet, and its men and 
women went about in the sensible 
European dress, of which we had 
seen very little for months and 
months, I had not looked upon 
a single handsome lady (among 
the natives) in all the Orient. 
Now they thronged the streets, 
and it was a delight to behold 
them. After twenty-four hours in 
Budapest we made the run of six 
hours to Vienna, where I now am. 
The finest agricultural region I 
have seen in Europe, and one of 
the fimst I ever saw anywhere, was 
spread out before us. Only one 
drawback attended the lovely 
picture — we saw two women dig- 
ging in the fields where we saw one 
man. To the eyes of a citizen of 
gallant old Kentucky that was not 
a pleasant sight. 

We find Vienna a magnificent 
city of over a million and a half 
inhabitants. Its attractions are in- 
numerable. A walk around the 
Ringstrasse (which encircles the 
original city) shows you an array 
of public buildings and gardens 
more imposing and attractive than 
you can put on paper. It abounds 
in Museums, picture galleries, ele- 
gant squares and tasteful shops, 
and is the perfection of cleanness. 
It would require a fortnight to 
fully see all the sights. We paid 
a visit to the Rathhausor city hall, 



which cost eight million dollars, 
and was dedic ited in l88j, in cel- 
ebration of the two hundredth an- 
il sary of the final defeat of the 
ks in their eff >rts to capture 
the city. It is a building of m !g- 
nificent appointments and of im- 
pressive architecture. The Parlia- 
ment House just opposite, crowd- 
ed with beautiful statuary and with 
1 sweeping roadway circling up to 
its front entrance, is perhaps the 
finest building in the city. Hut 
you admire so many things, and 
there are so many things to ad- 
rr, that it is hard to decide what 
is really best. 

We paid a visit to the Schotl) 
brunn, the summer palace of the 
Emperor, but which, with its 
spacious grounds, is also a public 
park thrown open to all the people. 
As we were taken through its 
handsome apartments, I was par- 
ticularly caught by a room finished 
in rosewood mosaics and fine 
paintings on copper. Not be- 
cause it was so specially attractive, 
but because it is called the "mil- 
lion room." The reason why was 
that it cost a million florins or 
half a million dollars! Of course 
we visited St. Stephen's Church, 
one of the finest Gothic Churches 
in Europe, with a 450 foot spire, 
and the Augustine Church which 
has a chapel containin • five urns 
which hold she hearts of five 
Austrian Emperors, and the 
Capuchin Church which contains 
the burial vault of the imperial 
family. For two hundred years 
the members of the House of 
Hapshurg have here found a rest- 
ing pi ice. There arc I IO caskets 
in all. Maria Theresa is here, and 
her husband, father and mother 
So is the Duke of Rcichstadt, son 
of the Great Napleon and \larie 
Loui-e, who died at 23 and here 
sleeps beside his mother. But no 
casket was more touching in tragic 
nterest thin that pointed out as 
"Maximillian of Mexico." The 
story of his short and sad career 
on our own continent will come 
back to all who read these lines. 

There are some funny street 
scenes in Vienna. Among them 
are the carts drawn by a dog 
hitched on one side and a man or 
woman on the other, and the one 
horse wagons, where instead of 
shafts there is a tongue, and the 
horse is harnessed to one side of 
it. You are always wondering 
where the other horse is. . 

The people of Vienna are a 
quiet, well-behaved people, as you 
see tnem on the street, polite to 
strangers and willing even to pu. 
themselves out to answer your in- 
quiries or show you what you 
want to see.

The district 
reasurer will be at the schoolhouse 
J uly 20th to receive the tax. After 
that date the treasurer will be com- 
pelled to give a list of those .vho 
fail to pay to the sheriff for collec- 
tion, with increased percentage 
and penalty attached.
